1 . 1 CALLED ON MINISTER PETROLEUM OTAIBA APRIL 28 TO EIX 
APPOINTMENT WITH HIM EOR WAR COLLEGE GROUP. I TOOK OCCA- 
SION TO ASK HIM ABOUT GENEVA MEETING OE OPEC MINISTERS, 

FROM WHICH HE HAD JUST RETURNED. 

2. HE SAIJ MEETING HAD BEEN CALLED BY OPEC SYG AS CONSUL- 
TATIVE SESSION WHICH NOT DESIGNED TO COME TO AGREEMENT ON 
SPECIEIC RECOMMENDATIONS TO BE MADE TO RESPECTIVE GOVERN- 
MENTS. THERE HAD BEEN GOOD DEAL OE DISCUSSION ABOUT SHIETING 
OPEC HEADQUARTERS EROM VIENNA TO SOME OTHER SITE. OTAIBA SAID 
THIS NOT JUST QUESTION OF SECURITY. MOST MINISTERS SPOKE EITHER 
ENGLISH OR FRENCH AND EOUND IT TO BE STRAIN TO BE IN GERMAN- 
SPEAKING ENVIRONMENT. MOREOVER, HE AS WELL AS NUMBER OE HIS 
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COLLEAGUES EOUND VIENNA DIEFICULT IN TERMS OE AIR TRANSPORTATION. 
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YAMANI FOR EXAMPLE HAD COMPLAINED THAT IT TOOK HIM "THREE DAYS" 
TO GET FROM RIYADH TO VIENNA. OTHER VENUES SUGGESTED WERE 
LONDON, GENEVA, AND CAIRO. "RADCNAL" ARABS FAVORED CAIRO. 

MOST RULED OUT LONDON BECAUSE OE SECURITY SITUATION ALREADY 
STRAINED BY IRA. OTAIBA WAS PERSONALLY IMPRESSED BY HEAVY 
AND EFFICIENT SECURITY SWISS HAD LAID ON IN GENEVA. OTAIBA 
BELIEVED THAT THERE WAS GENERAL FRET .TNG SITE SHOULD BE SHIETED, 
BUT NO DECISION WAS TAKEN AT GENEVA, AND MATTER IS TO BE 
FURTHER DISCUSSED IN BALI. 

3. ON QUESTION OF AGREED MECHANISM FOR ESTABLISHING DIFFEREN- 
TIALS, OTAIBA SAID HE THOUGHT ALGERIAN FORMULA SUBMITTED YEAR 
AGO, WITH SOME CHANGES, WOULD BE SATISFACTORY. SUBJECT WAS 
REEERRED TO ORGANIZATION'S ECONOMIC COMMISSION, NOW MEETING 
IN VIENNA, WITH INSTRUCTIONS TO PREPARE RECOMMENDATIONS WHICH 
COULD BE CONSIDERED BY MINISTERIAL CONFERENCE NEXT MONTH. OTAIBA 
SAID THERE HAD BEEN UNANIMOUS RESOLUTION BY ASSEMBLED MINIS- 
TERS REQUESTING ALGIERS AND BAGHDAD TO KNOCK OEF RECRIMINATORY 
EXCHANGES THEY HAD BEEN CARRYING ON BY TELEX (WITH COPIES 

TO EVERYBODY ELSE) ON DIFFERENTIALS. EVERYBODY EXCEPT IRAQIS 
AND ALGERIANS, ACCORDING TO OTAIBA, WERE BORED WITH ARGU- 
MENT. 

4. ON PRICE OE MARKER CRUDE, OTAIBA SAID SUBJECT WAS 

AIRED AT GENEVA BUT AAIN NO FIRM RECOMMENDATION REACHED, THIS 
BEING LEFT FOR BALI MEETING. OTAIBA SAID UAE FAVORED CONTINUATION 
OF PRICE FREEZE UNTIL END OF YETR. HE FOUND EHIS VIEW SHARED BY 
SAUDIS, VENEZEULANS, AND KUWAITIS. WHILE OTHERS (HE MENTIONED 
SPECIFICALLY ONLY IRANIANS) FAVORED SMALL PRICE INCREASE, HE 
THOUGHT THERE MIGHT BE ENOUGH SUPPORT FOR PRICE FREEZE TO MAKE 
IT POSSIBLE FOR THIS VIEW TO PREVAIL AT BALI CONFERENCE. 

HIS OWN PERSONAL VIEW WAS THAT MARKET FOR CRUDE, ALTHOUGH 
IMPROVING, WAS STILL TOO SPOTTY TO ENABLE ANYONE TO BE CER- 
TAIN OF THE EFFECT PRICE INCREASE WOULD HAVE ON CONSUMPTION 
PATTERS. HE THOUGHT OPEC WOULD BE IN BETTER POSITION TO 
JUDGE THIS BY END OF YEAR, WHEN "MODEST " PRICE INCREASE MIGHT
